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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND DIRECTORS 

January 25, 1945 

To the Citizens of Rutland Town , 

We herein submit our annual report, the fourth coming 
during the period of World War II. Accompanying data and 
tables supply information on expenditures and receipts, the 
budgetary trends, comparisons of school costs, enrollments, 
teacher tenure, and elementary graduates. Factors contributing 
to increased costs per pupil may be attributed to declining num- 
bers of pupils, with the number of teachers remaining constant; 
to increased salaries; and to possible changes in costs of trans- 
portation or tuition. An increase in state aid makes the actual 
cost per pupil to the town less than may be shown by some of 
the tabulations. 

A special meeting of the Legislature last year passed a law 
which raised the amount of state aid per equated pupil to $20.00. 
Legislation to be brought before the present session proposes an 
increase of this amount to $25.00. The law works so that the 
state’s contribution per child grows larger in proportion as the 
town’s wealth per child decreases. State revenue is drawn from 
resources which the towns cannot tax, such as personal and cor- 
poration income and franchises. State aid is distributed accord- 
ing to a formula which recognizes both the town’s educational 
load (i.e. the number of children it has to educate and the equated 
pupil table) and the resources, based on the grand list, which 
the town can tax. The purpose of state support, and its minimum 
degree of supervisory control in allotting funds, is to equalize 
educational opportunity for all the pupils in developing its future 
citizens to the limit of each one’s native capacity. 

Wartime Aspects 

Usual school routine has been adjusted to take part in the 
nation-wide drives, calling upon teachers and school children to 
help out. 

The purchase and sale of war stamps and bonds by teachers 
and pupils, since last January 1st, has exceeded $1,400.00. 

Aside from collections made at home, and disposed of out- 
side the schools, the children have collected 8,000 pounds of 
salvage paper.

The Children’s Crusade For Clothing, developed locally as 
a part of a national crusade, resulted in our schools getting in a 
generous share of the 1,200 pounds of used clothing collected 
from the four towns in the Rutland-Fair Haven school district. 

4-H Club work and the campaign for Victory gardens has 
reached a majority of the rural and grade children. 

Older boys have been granted a minimum of time out cf 
school hours to help with work at planting and harvesting crops. 

Many classrooms have 100% membership in the Junior Red 
Cross, which links local children up with those of other countries, 
and trails them in points of good citizenship and the spirit of 
helping relieve the destitute conditions of those in stricken areas. 

Practically all schools are having at least a hot-dish lunch 
at noon. The Dyer School is operating lunches under the War 
Food Administration’s plan, which permits reimbursements of 
from two to nine cents per meal for certain types of menu. 

War conditions have created some attendance problems. 
However, our average daily attendance has been affected only 
slightly from common epidemics and practically none by pupils 
leaving school to work. 


Maintenance 

The Center School has been newly repainted this past fall, 
making an outstanding improvement there. Tne Selectmen’s 
Board voted to share one half the cost for this work because the 
town shares in the use of the building. Considerable plumbing 
has been done to install a heating unit in the town clerk’s office; 
a drinking fountain in the hall, and toilets repaired in each base- 
ment. The heating unit was paid for from the selectmen’s 
account. 

A small addition was built on the Post School to house new 
toilets to replace the chemical ones which had rusted away. 

Other maintenance work done includes partial repainting 
jobs at the Haiti and Cheney Hill buildings. A new heater was 
installed at the Mill Village School. 

The south room at the Dyer School has been equipped with 
new window shades. Some adjustments to the heating system 
have also been made at Dyer. 
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Post-War Needs 

Enrollments at the Haiti and Post schools present a likely 
problem in future plans for school improvement. Should the 
number of homes increase in the Haiti area, that school will 
again become overcrowded, or house too many pupils for one 
teacher. The Post school is already short of space and the pro- 
blem there has merely been waiting for adjustment as soon as 
war conditions are over. Future planning might well include 
some arrangement to have one new building serve two districts. 

The pupil population at Mill Village fluctuates a great deal. 
Future plans for re-locating the building there will depend upon 
trends following the war. The enrollment there now is only 13 
pupils. 


Teachers 


All full-time teachers are now receiving the minimum salary 
(or more) required by special legislation a year ago. Only one 
change in personnel occurred among the teachers when contracted 
for the current school year. Miss Holden transferred to the 
Dyer upper grades from Cheney Hill. Mrs. Viola FitzGerald, 
of Chittenden, became the teacher at Cheney Hill. 

Elsewhere in this report may be found a tabulation of stand- 
ard testing results as a limited manner in which may be measured 
pupil and teaching results in eleven academic subjects over a 
three-year period. These results show that our teaching is up 
to standard as a whole, and above standard in several comparisons. 
Many valuable factors in the educational experience of the chil- 
dren are not included in such tests and the assumption is that 
good results obtained in those subjects measured is likely to 
indicate favorable progress in others not so tested. 

The teachers meet eight times during the school year for 
sessions of a professional nature, aside from county and state* 
conventions. Programs vary, but are designed to follow items 
primarily in the interests of the children whom they teach. 

Mrs. Alice Nichols has been retained as music supervisor 
even though she transferred to the Brandon district. In addition 
to her weekly classes for each school room, and assignments of 
daily work to be carried out, she has directed music for several 
special occasions. Many pupils have gained individual talent in 
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the program that has been followed uniformly for more than 
five years. 

Closely linked with the work of our teachers, Parent-Teacher 
groups have been active in each community. Their activities 
are tied in so closely with the welfare of the children that their 
membership should have all credit due them for their fine work. 

We fully appreciate the cooperation of the teachers, Parent- 
Teacher Associations, and others who have helped out in the 
interests of our schools.

For the information of your taxpayers the customary annual 
statement is presented for your town report. 

Payments of Old Age Assistance to persons applying 
from your Town amounted to $3,633.00 during the year 
January 1, 1944 to December 31, 1944. 

The number of recipients in December, 1944 was 
14. 

The resources of this department and its ability to make 
payments are determined by the state appropriation which is 
matched by federal funds. During recent months it has not been 
possible to grant assistance or to increase all who were found 
eligible after investigation. The cost of living has increased so 
much that about every case needs to be increased that is not now r 
getting the maximum. The cooperation of Overseers in extend- 
ing temporary aid and supplementary medical services has been 
very helpful. 

The administrative expenses of this department have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative review' 
of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the total adminis- 
trative cost per case per month is among the lowest in the 
country. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested 
people are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its 
field staff.

CONTROL WORK 

TOWN OF RUTLAND, VERMONT 
1944 

On March 7, 1944 the voters of the Town of Rutland, at 
the Annual Town Meeting, voted an appropriation of $200.00 
to be used in cooperation with State and Federal funds for White 
Pine Blister Rust Control work within the Tow n. 

Eradication work was started on July 24, 1944 and continued 
until August 22, 1944 at which time all Town and Federal money 
allotted for the work in Rutland Town had been expended. 

Numerous diseased trees were found in the area worked this 
year and this emphasizes, better than anything else, the necessity 
for completing the required control work as soon as possible.

City Fire Department. 

14. To transact any other necessary legal and proper business.
